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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's argument that none of the prior art 
references to Take, Helmstetter and Drajan disclose a shaft securing portion formed adjacent to the heel wall and extended from the top 
portion to the sole portion is not deemed persuasive. The primary reference to Motomiya already teaches a shaft securing portion that 
extends from the top to the sole portion. The very essence of the §103 combination is to set forth a motivation for supplying the 
Motomiya device with the diverse feature of a shaft securing portion that is formed "homogeneously with the shell structure". The fact 
that the teaching references do not show a shaft securing portion extending from the top to the sole is irrelevant.
